ness aldng the highest and most hon- 
orable lines. 
"During the past few days from a 


source we are unable to ascertain 
(here have been persistent 
rumors 


affecting the credit of our firm. It is 
our belief that - the firm is entirely 
solvent. 
"The insistence of the rumors, how- 


ever, has led to serious withdrawals 
of balances and calling of loans by 
banks. 
"The firm has always specialized In 


foreign currencies and there was due 
to it at the outbreak of the war large 
sums of money from German and 
Austrian banks. These sums have not 
been collected, altho proceedings for 
their recovery are pending before the

commission and it is hoped 


that collection for the benefit of the 
creditors can be promptly made.

June 20.— ^With bursts of machine gun 
fire, the coast guard cutter Manhattan 
at 10:10 p. m. Tuesday frustrated an 
attempt to run the whisky blockade 
twelve miles off New York harbor. 


The- Manhattan, with its skipper on 


the bridge peering thru the darkness, 
had been cruising for two hours in 
^search of the rum fleet when it came 
uopn the Norwegian steamer Bru 
transferring cases of booze to a speed 
boat. 
Thru his night glasses, the lookout 


sighted the steamer dead ahead. The 
Manhattan's 
engines were shut off 


and she drifted closer and closer to 
the smugglers. 


We could plainly see the smugglers. 


They had -directed the 
beam of a 


search light at the black hulk of the 
speed boat, cuddling alongside the 
steamer and by this .illumination they 
were bard at work passing the whisky 
cases from one craft to the other. 


Above the swash of the waves we 


could hear their voices as the cutter 
drifted nearer. They failed to observe 
us until we had approached to within 
twenty yards. The lights of the .Bru 
snapped out 
Immediately the Manhattan dashed 


full speed ahead, the whistle tooting 
the signal to halt The black hulk 
of the speed boat darted awmy. 


The captain of the Manhattan fired 


the machine gun across the bow of 
the speed boat which was now plainly 
visible in a path of moonlight on the 
dancing waters. 


Thereupon the speed boat made off

prisoners. Mr. Basye now says be did 
not attempt to say whether it was 
some one inside or some one outside 
the penitentiary had been advising 
the prisoner Chard, and that he had 
not said in his original interview that 
Chard had said he was advised not 
to testify. Mr. Basye now says it was 
another prisoner he had been told had 
been coached not to testify. 


In his original statement Mr. Basye 


said he proposed to ask the board of 
control to investigate this matter. He 
said Wednesday he did not believe it 
necessary to ask that board for an in- 
vestigation but that he believed the 
warden could do all the investigating 
necessary. 


Mr. -Basre's statement of Wednes- 


day follows; 


"I was greatly surprised at the statement 
of Warden Fcnton as 
published In 
the 


Evening State Journal. The reporter called 
at my office Monday morning In search of 
news and I had a conversation frith him 
concerning the Kfusal at ibe prisoner Chard 
to testify at Harrison. I did not Mat* to 
the reporter that Chard had given me any 
Information about any one connected "with 
tn« penitentiary. 
I merely stated that I

hare their places

Apply to Present Law. 


An election held in 1886 in Pierce 


county accepting the provisions of a 
state law for the payment of bounty 
on wild animals is not sufficient war- 
rant for the payment of a county 
bounty at {his time, according to an 
opinion from the attorney 
general's 


office. 


Gordon Watson of Plainview cap- 


tured six coyotes and sent the scalps 
to the county clerk's office to collect 
the bounty. County Clerk H. J. Buck- 
endahl refused to pay saying "he had 
received a letter from the attorney 
general which prevents

The attorney general holds that the 


election of 1886 applied to the law as 
it then existed but as the law has 
since been repealed or amended from 
time to time, such election would not 
authorize the payment ot any bounty 
under the present law.

Warden Fenton Says It Proves That 


He is Ready to Go to Trial and 


That State's Attorney is 


Not Ready. 


Warden Fenton Wednesday tele- 


phoned to Attorney General Spillman 
urgent consent for release by Attor- 
ney Basye to the -newspaper copies of 
a letter written by the attache of the 
attorney 
general's 
office ' to the 


warden. He urged newspaper men to 
use 
gentlemanly 
"third 
degree" 


methods in an effort to induce Mr. 
Basye to authorize publication, "third 
degree" in this connection, being en- 
tirely persuasive in nature. The let- 
ter in the warden's possession has to 
do with the controversy over Oscar 
L. Chard's refusal to testify against 
a former pal after an alleged promise 
to testify. 
The implication tbat the 


inmate Chard was advised by a prison 
official or employe to stand back of 
his so-called constitutional rights and 
refuse to testify, brought a series of 
hot retorts from the warden who de- 
manded and still demands a bearing. 


The warden is anxious tbat the let- 


ter from Basye be published, bat 
since the communication is a private 
letter to him be bolds that release 
should be from the writer. While Mr. 
Basye expressed a willingness for re- 
lease at the hands of the warden, he. 
the attorney, declined to initiate the 
publicity movement. There is the 
deadlock. 


"While it would be ungentlemanly 


for me to give out the contents of a 
private letter." said the -warden, "I 
should be delighted to have Mr. Basye 
give it to the press. The letter is 
answer enough. It speaks for itself. 
Prom his own admissions, he shows 
that he hasn't the proof. 
My chal- 


lenge is yet unanswered. 
His letter 


is further an admission that while I 
am ready for a show down. Attorney 
Basye is not ready. 


"His letter clearly refutes the state- 


inenl that any many connected with 
this Jastitution In in official capac- 
ity or as an employe ever urged an 
inmate of this prison not to testify.

Secretary Mellon's statement in ex- 


planation of the go\ ernment's May 
finance program re\eals the gratify- 
ing progress that the United States, 
thru wise management of the public 
funds, has made in the reduction of 
its national debt. Not only does the 
secretary of the treasury, in his re- 
view of the federal finances, outline 
a definite plan for the paying off of 
the public debt, but he holds out a 
promise that the treasury will have a. 
surplus for the fiscal year 1923 of ap- 
proximately 5125.000,000 and that it 
will have also to its credit in succeed- 
ing fiscal years a surplus. By June 30 
of the present year, when the $400,- 
000,000 to be raised this month thru 
the new issue of treasury notes is to 
be available for the use of the treas- 
ury, the United States will have a 
gross debt of only 122,400,000.000, as 
against $24.000.000,000 on April 30, 
1921, and $26,596,000.000 in August. 
1919, when the financial burden of the 
war in this country was at its peak 
Since April 30, 1921, reduction has 
been at the rate of some $750.000,000 
a year—a striking revelation of finan- 
cial strength in a people just emerg- 
ing from a costly war. 


Even greater credit is due Secre- 


tary Mellon for his wise handling of 
the floating debt In the last analysis, 
it is for congress to determine how 
much of the public debt shall be re- 
tired each year: the retirement of the

similarly monopolized. Most of our talk of art is a 
little incense burning to our vanity, but these hard- 
headed men of business don't act it if they do talk it. 
There is no real art possible where actor, author and 
producer must do what he is told or be barred from 
any hope of success. 


The occasional stories one reads that reflect under- 


graduate life at the army and navy academies give a 
fairly clear insight into why a percentage of the army 
and navy officers are martinets or snobs. One of the 
traditions handed down in both academies is that the 
first year men shall be the servants of the upper class- 
men, and that the proper way to hammer the necessity 
of obedience into them is to order them around and 
also to haze them. Congress has strictly forbidden 
hazing, for the very excellent reason that it is nothing 
more nor less than a brute's idea of having a good time, 
but all thru these stories runs a protest against this 
prohibition and a jubilant note when some smart aleck 
students have circumvented the rule. 


The people are long-suffering, as we have remarked 


on other occasions, but some day they are likely to rise 
up and smite heavily the practices in courts maintained 
for the adjudication of disputes between citizens. Now 
'this is a very proper and necessary function of govern- 
ment, but some litigants and some lawyers are abusing 
the privilege and adding to the tax rate of every other 
citizen. It will soon become necessary to refuse the 
employment of publicly paid judges and juries for this 
purpose unless the costs are paid in advance.
